Video games offer workout variety, 
but some experts warn they’re 
no replacement for the gym

Melissa Arnold picks up a resistance band, dabs a bead of sweat 
off her forehead, exhales deeply and launches into a series of 
lateral raises that test her upper-body strength and endurance. 
When she’s done with those, she cranks out a second set of lung- 
es, then finishes with some cardio boxing and a 3-minute run. 

The vigorous 30 -minute workout is similar to the one she 
sweats out at her local gym twice a week, but there is one key 
difference: She’s in her living room playing a video game. 

When the Bucktown resident doesn’t feel like waiting 
around for an open elliptical machine at the gym, she fires up 
“EA Sports Active” on her Nintendo Wii. 

“It’s my backup plan,” said Arnold, 28, who estimated she 
has used the game about once a week since buying it in April. 
“Sometimes it’s nice to be able to just stay in and get a decent 
workout.” 

Nearly three years after the arrival of the Wii vaulted the fit- 
ness video game industry into the mainstream, workout war- 
riors such as Arnold have more alternatives to jogging on trails 
or hitting the gym— and fitness experts have a better grasp on 
their effectiveness as tools for health. Proponents tout the con- 
venience and fun of “exergames,” but detractors say the games 
are poor substitutes for the real thing and can’t replace human 
trainers who tailor individual workouts. / 

“Dance Dance Revolution,” a frenetic rhythm game / 
in which users burned calories as they busted a move, / 
launched the rise of exergames about a decade ago.

the genre encompasses dozens of titles made mostly for 
the Wii— “Wii Fit” was the No. 2-selling video game world- 
wide last year, according to industry research firm NPD 
Group— though that could shift next year as Microsoft and 
Sony release accessories for the Xbox 360 and PlayStation 3 
that are compatible with fitness games. 

Celebrities such as Daisy Fuentes and the “Biggest Loser” 
trainers have even gotten in on the craze. And last month, 
Beyonce Knowles told Billboard magazine she’s considering 
making a dance fitness game. 

“Usually with working out at a gym a lot of people feel like, 
‘Hey this is just not fun,’ ” said Tommy Seilheimer, vice presi- 
dent of Chicago-based Exergame Fitness, which sells exer- 
game products and custom installation service. “Exergaming 
is making fitness fun and keeping people engaged.” 

While exergames can be helpful in small doses, they are 
not meant to be replacements for professional trainers who 
can monitor fluctuations in an individual’s body fat and 
heart rate and modify routines to make them more effec- 
tive, according to exergame researcher Dr. Stephen Yang of 
the State University of New Y)rk- Cortland. 

“They definitely aren’t a magic pill to good fitness,” Tang 
told RedEye. “I see these as gateway games. ... They can help 
you be confident enough to play a real sport or go to a gym.” 

This week, the American Council on Exercise released the 
results of a study that measured calories burned using “Wii 
Fit” and described the simulated activities as “a very, very 
mild workout” compared with their real-life counterparts. 

Daniel Lang, 31, of Logan Square said he’s melted 
60 pounds from his 275-pound frame since he started using 
“Wii Fit” almost two years ago and said the draw to exergam- 


ing was the convenience of an in-home workout versus the 
“chore” of trudging to a gym. 

“This way I can work out in my underwear in my own house 
and save an extra hour,” the tech worker said. “It’s completely 
changed my life.” 

Tet despite the transformation of his body, Lang said he 
doesn’t attribute his sustained weight loss strictly to exer- 
games. Cutting french fries from his diet and consuming 
more water also have contributed, he said. 

While Lang estimates he has used “Wii Fit” five days a 
week for the past 18 months, Louis Schoenberg of Lakeview 
said her use has nose-dived to only twice a month since she 
bought the game last year. The activities are just too slow for 
her liking, she said. 

“It was nice to use right after my son was born, but I got 
bored and it’s just not an alternative to a gym membership,” 
said Schoenberg, 28. 

For Chicagoan Ron Popp, who bought “Wii Fit Plus” in 
October, exergaming represents a way to remain physically 
active in the winter— and have a little fun in the process. 

“Some of the games are pretty entertaining, and I do 
feel winded after some of the exercises,” said Popp, 31, of 
Lakeview. 

Two weeks after buying the game, Popp said the verdict 
still was out on his gaming experiment, especially after the 
game’s initial assessment of his health, a test that measures 
users’ weight, balance and body mass index. Popp was less 
than flattered by the game’s conclusion: overweight. 

“I’ve never paid that much for anything that calls me fat,” 
he said. “It’s very traumatic.”

Play time with 
Oprah’s trainer

We’re sending it to her. She’s really busy, obviously I actually 
think she’s a great candidate and in many ways she represents 
many women who might try it. I mean, 15 years later she’s so sick 
of looking at a treadmill and she’s up front and says on camera, 

“I hate exercise. I hate it every time I have to do it.” This game is 
something fun and different. 

A iot of peopie say it’s hard to stay fit in Chicago because of coid win- 
ters. Any advice to Chicagoans? 

I grew up in New Jersey and I’d throw on my layers and get my 
workout in, so I was never that sympathetic to people who use 
weather as an excuse, until I went to Chicago! Wow, the winters can 
be pretty brutal. Honestly a product like “FA Sports Active” is phe- 
nomenal to use in inclement weather. ... Chicago is actually a pretty 
good city to exercise in. Y)u’ve got the lakefront. It’s very bike- 
friendly But there are days even in the winter when it gets warmer 
for a while and if you layer yourself you can go out and it’s pretty 
wonderful. The results in cold weather are actually quite good.

There’s a lot to love about hotel brunch 
done right. When top-notch service 
is the rule and little extras (ooh! mini 
orange juice carafes!) are part 
of the package, we forget 
we’re part of a high- 
volume operation. 

We feel special, ^t so 
many are flawed, lack- 
ing in personality or 
value or something else. 

If they weren’t, we’d all be 
fighting tourists for tables on the Mag 
Mile every weekend. 

But what if you could take the best 
parts of a hotel brunch and move them 
to a more intimate neighborhood 
setting? That’s exactly what Stephan 
and Nicole Outrequin Quaisser, the 
husband-and-wife co-owners of Lincoln 
Square’s new LM Le Restaurant, 
have done. 

Bringing the finer aspects of a 
downtown experience to the 2-week- 
old brunch at LM was second nature 


for the couple. Formally trained in 
hotel management, they both worked 
throughout Europe and the U,S, before 
moving to Chicago, where each put in 
lengthy stints at the granddaddy of 
old-school Chicago hotels, the 
Drake, 

Little things matter 
in the tiny front dining 
room at LM, which has 
been redecorated in warm 
orange and chocolate hues 
since its days as Tallulah, the 
restaurant that occupied the space until 
late September, Julius Meinl coffee is 
served in individual French presses, 
compressed tableside for dramatic 
effect. Complimentary croissants arrive 
with tiny jars of Bonne Maman pre- 
serves, Lingering is encouraged. 

Chef Bradford Phillips’ food fits the 
scene well. It’s elegant enough to be at 
home on tables draped in white linen, 
but with prices ranging from $9 to $13, 
it’s not out of place in a neighborhood 
setting. 


Though LM touts contemporary 
French fare in the evening, the morn- 
ing menu isn’t overly French, There’s 
a traditional continental breakfast 
(baguette, croissant, camembert, jam- 
bon de Paris, butter and preserves, $12) 
and a croque monsieur ($12), but you’ll 
also find a house burger ($12), thin 
sourdough pancakes with elderberry 
preserves ($10) and soft, syrup-spong- 
ing buttermilk pancakes topped with 
banana slices and candied pecans ($10), 


Phillips’ classical skills shine in the 
stunning eggs Benedict ($13), Toasted 
English muffins arrive topped with 
ham, peppery arugula, roasted tomato 
slices and poached eggs, finished with 
a perfect sauce choron (bernaise sauce 
blended with tomato puree) to puU it 
all together. Could you find something 
similar at a four-star hotel? Sure, But 
now you don’t have to,

Dashboard Confessional’s Chris Carrabba 
has never been one to shy away from his 
feelings. 

As one of the emo movement’s most vis- 
ible pioneers, known for often leading his 
audiences in what, at times, seemed like 
a campfire sing-along of highly personal, 
incredibly emotional lyrics, Carrabba has 
always been comfortable with tapping into 
his own experiences— no matter how raw 
or painful they may be. 

But even he has his limits. 

Just as Carrabba was wrapping up work 
on the sixth Dashboard Confessional album last year, 
his sister was in a serious car accident that put her in a 
coma for several months. 

The struggle seemed to help Carrabba. The resulting 
album ‘Alter the Ending,” which dropped this week, 
may be Dashboard Confessional’s strongest yet. It’s 
not an overwhelmingly sad album, since the bulk of 
the songs had already been written before his sister’s 
accident, though the context gives the love song “Until 


Morning” another interpretation and the 
rocking “Everybody Learns Erom Disaster” 
a deeper meaning. 

“With all that happened, I started think- 
ing, ‘That is a great song that I can do bet- 
ter and should,’ so we did,” says Carrabba, 
adding that his sister has improved and is 
starting down “a long road to recovery” “We 
took some time to do it.” 

Eans will have to wait a bit longer than 
expected to hear how Carrabba handles the 
new songs, however. Due to a family situ- 
ation with another member of Dashboard 
Confessional, the band had to cancel the 
initial promotional tour for “Alter the Ending” last 
week. “It stings,” Carrabba said. “But considering the 
issues with this album, it’s almost apropos to delay 
the tour.” 

Carrabba scrambled a quick solo tour to help roll out 
the album, including a Dec. 7 stop in Chicago, though 
he says fans will have to wait until the band is at full 
strength to hear the new songs the way they were origi- 
nally intended.

Meatloaf is back 
and better than ever

The season has arrived when home cooks break 
out the heavy-duty pots and pans, and turn to 
their cool-weather repertoires, tantalizing fam- 
ilies and guests with delectable aromas wafting 
from the kitchen. At the top of the menu is that 
all-time favorite comfort food: meatloaf 

Meatloaf has been a staple since the mid- 
i8oos, when ground beef first became avail- 
able as a grocery item in America. For decades 
thereafter, recipes for meatloaf abounded in 
women’s magazines and cookbooks, where it 
often was teamed with mashed potatoes, gravy 
and canned green beans. 

The dish was once ubiquitous on the 
American landscape, then fell into obscu- 
rity, disdained as too old-fashioned. It has re- 
emerged in recent years, thanks to a wave of 
nostalgia for retro foods. 

If you haven’t kept up on the evolution of 
meatloaf recently, here is a quick refresher. 

Old favorite, new trend 

Like sliders and mac ’n’ cheese, meatloaf is 
a retro dish that has found new favor with 
younger diners. With that as a starting point, 
its full-time inclusion on the menus of finer res- 
taurants is almost trendy 

“We make it with lamb and Italian sausage, 
top it with cayenne aioli and serve it with 
mashed potatoes {and a vegetable] for $14.95,” 
said Fred Haines, co-owner of the Bistro 33 chain 
in California. “Our meatloaf {represents} good 
down-home cooking, but {the lamb] allows it 
to be a little upscale, a little Mediterranean. It’s 
one of our signature dishes and has become a 
staple. It’s in our Top 10 most popular items.” 

Keep it lean 

Of course, a plate of meatloaf with a side of 
mashed potatoes and gravy is comforting in 
part because of the “mouth feel” it imparts, 
thanks to its fat content. How can home cooks 
make it more healthful? 

“The key is to use lean meat,” said regis- 
tered dietitian Ellie Krieger, host of “Healthy 
Appetite” on the Food Network. “You can use 
ground beef if it’s 90 percent lean. Ground tur- 
key is a good choice because it’s between 90 
percent and 99 percent lean.” 

Meatloaf royalty 

If there’s a candidate for Meatloaf Queen, 
it’s likely Maryana Vollstedt of Eugene, Ore. 
She’s the author of “Meatloaf: Recipes for 
Everyone’s Eavorite” (Chronicle Books, $14.95, 
108 pages). 



MORE TO LOVE 

You can’t have too many comfort-food recipes 
during the cold months-especially ones that 
are brief and to the point. Here are two helpful 
collections. 

» ’’Quick, Cheap Comfort Food” by Victoria 
Shearer (Sellers, $14.95, 144 pages) offers 
more than 100 dishes, including cheese- 
crab-mushroom quiche, blackberry-glazed 
pork tenderloin, herbed tomato orzo and 
Southern banana pudding. 

»”500 Casseroles” by Rebecca Baugniet 
(Sellers, $16.95, 288 pages) includes recipes 
for chicken tetrazzini, lasagna Bolognese, 
cassoulet and braised pork with fennel. 

“Meatloaf is inexpensive, and you can make 
it ahead,” she said. “It’s not only good for one 
meal but makes wonderful sandwiches the next 
day” 

Included in “Meatloaf” are ethnic versions 
(Asian, Greek, Mediterranean), vegetarian 
brown rice, salmon, turkey and a four-cheese 
loaf Then there’s the Bloody Mary loaf 

“That one has vodka in it,” Vollstedt said 
with a laugh. “But if you don’t want to add the 
vodka to it ... why, you can drink it!”

This apocalypse looks familiar 


The Mayans called it: It’s 2012, and the 
world really is ending. So as buildings 
tumble, oceans flood cities and people 
fall into the Earth, what failed novelist 
Jackson Curtis (John Cusack) really 
wants is to reconnect with his wife 
(Amanda Peet) and kids. 

The buzz: I hated writer-director 
Roland Emmerich’s last logic annihila- 
tor, “10,000 B.C.,”yet I’m oddly excit- 
ed for the wild spectacle of “2012.” 
Perhaps the filmmaker’s latest— which 
runs a hefty 158 minutes but at least 
boasts a good cast, including Chiwetel 
Ejiofor as the head geologist and 
Danny Glover as the U.S. president- 
will combine crazy special effects with 
a movie whose premise (cough) is not 
a complete joke otherwise. 


The verdict: Hasn’t Emmerich 
(“The Day After Tomorrow,” 
“Independence Day”) made this movie 
several times? Same laughable dia- 
logue. Same hokey family crises. Same 
outrageous heroism, including holding 
breath for what seems like forever 
and driving faster than the earth can 
disintegrate. (There’s also wink-wink 
action, such as a grocery store splitting 
in half moments after someone inside 
says, “I feel like there’s something 
pulling us apart.”) Aside from a couple 
of solid action sequences, this bloated 
epic is exhausting instead of excit- 
ing and sentimental but not sad. The 
technology’s new and improved, but

A star on the rise 

South Africa becoming one of Holiywood’s hottest topics

Just 20 years ago, South Africa was common- 
ly perceived as one of the most polarized, 
ill-starred places on the planet. Shackled 
by the racist system of apartheid, or legally 
enforced segregation, it was a nation divided 
against itself and shunned by the rest of the 
world as a pariah state. 

Today the world is looking at South Africa 
for very different reasons. 

This coming summer the country will 
become the first African nation to host the 
World Cup soccer tournament. As one of 
the most politically stable, democratic and 
relatively prosperous countries on a trou- 
bled continent. South Africa is regarded as 
a model by many of its neighbors. 

Another influential outside party is tak- 
ing a renewed interest in South Africa these 
days: Hollywood. A century after D.W 
Griffith filmed his 13 -minute black and 
white silent fable “The Zulu’s Heart,” South 
Africa and the U.S. film industry appear to 
be entering a new phase in their complex, 
sometimes tortuous relationship. 

This year, at least three films with one 
type of Hollywood connection or another to

construction and expects to produce its 
first movie next year.

South Africa have opened or will be opening 
in theaters. Like a great many of the films 
made by South Africans in recent decades, 
they not surprisingly are preoccupied with 
race and class relations, either as text or 
subtext. 

The most unconventional is last summer’s 
hit “District 9,” directed and co-written by 
Neill Blomkamp, a native South African 
now based in Vancouver, British Columbia. 
Produced by Peter Jackson, it’s a science-fic- 
tion tale about persecuted space aliens that’s 
also a thinly veiled allegory of South Africa 
under apartheid. 

A different film, Steve Jacobs’ “Disgrace” 
was adapted from Nobel Prize-winning 
author J.M. Coetzee’s tough novel and 
released this fall. It stars John Malkovich 


as a middle-age Cape Town professor who 
becomes exiled within his own country as he 
adjusts to the challenges of post-apartheid’s 
topsy-turvy social realities. 

Opening next month will be Clint 
Eastwood’s “Invictus,” a historical drama 
about the upset win by South Africa in the 
1995 Rugby World Cup, which helped unite 
blacks and whites during the crucial early 
months of Nelson Mandela’s presidency 
It stars Morgan Freeman as Mandela and 
Matt Damon as Francois Pienaar, the team 
captain. 

One of the film’s producers, Lori 
McCreary, called the country “a great place 
to make films.” 

Among the factors she cited were a favor- 
able currency exchange rate, a variety of 
arresting shooting locations and one of 
Africa’s deepest pools of talent. More than 
200 of the 240 crew members and 62 of 70 
actors who worked on “Invictus” were South 
African, she added. 

“The U.S. is more interested in South 
Africa than at any point probably since the 
’94 election,” McCreary said. “The world is 
looking at South Africa.” 


Can low-carb 
diets make 
you cranky?

Which is better for weight loss— a high-pro- 
tein diet or a high-carb diet? That endless 
debate got a new twist this week. 

In a yearlong study, Australian researchers 
found that both diets worked equally well 
when it came to shedding pounds, but those 
on the low-carb diet were in considerably 
worse moods. 

The report, published in the Archives of 
Internal Medicine, assigned 106 overweight 
and obese men and 
women to either a 
low-carb diet high in 
fat and protein or a 
high-carb diet low in 
fat and protein. 

The participants’ 
weight was noted at 
weeks 8, 24, 40 and 
52, and their emo- 
tional state was eval- 
uated via three ques- 
tionnaires measur- 
ing aspects of mood, 
including anxiety and 
depression. 

Both groups 
lost an average of 
30 pounds, slightly 
more than most 
studies of this type. And early on, both groups 
showed an improvement in mood. 

However, although mood improvements 
remained in the high-carb group, they went 
back to original levels in the low-carb group. 

Most studies on diets typically focus on 
pounds lost, pounds kept off and cardiovascular 
function. But there is good reason to also con- 
sider mood, said the study’s lead author. Grant 
Brinkworth of the Commonwealth Scientific 
and Industrial Research Organisation-Food 
and Nutritional Sciences in Adelaide. 

‘Anything that adversely affects mood could 
affect someone’s ability to maintain weight 
loss,” Brinkworth said. 

Dr. David Heber, director of the University 
of California, Los Angeles Center for Human 
Nutrition, said most people find diets to 
be stressful. “If you’re going to feel crummy, 
there’s no point in doing it,” he said. 

Exercise could be helpful here, Heber 
added. 

“We can’t just look at a diet,” he said. “People 
can also use exercise as a mood elevator and 
stress reducer.” 


WHY SO GLUM?

The reason for 
the mood dip 
also could be 
biological-a 
low-carb diet can 
cause a drop in 
levels of the brain 
chemical serotonin.
